Remarks 

Claims 5, 8, 26 and 28 were objected to because they contained a misspelling of the word 
"pendant". The spelling has been corrected. 

Claims 3 and 17 were found to be indefinite under 35 USC §112, second paragraph, because 
the phrase "woven or knitted, polyester fiber" did not make it clear that a woven or knitted fabric 
was composed of polyester fiber. The claims have been amended. The relevant sections now read 
"the fabric is woven or knitted from polyester fiber" and "the fabric is constructed from polyester 
yarn" for Claims 3 and 17, respectively.
